sioners’ office has reached a total 
valuation 
of 
$4.039,582 75. 
Chief 
Clerk Brame said the returns are 
not yet complete and that as much 
as $50,000 may be added to that 
figure. 
The total valuation for' the per- 
onai property in the county last 
year was $3 335,000. County officials 
said the increase continues a trend 
that has been in operation for the 
last four years during which the 
valuation has greatly increased. 
The commissioners received several 
delegations on matters of routine 
importance tilts morning. 
President George P. Taylor pre­ 
sided with Commissioners J. Arthur 
Boyd and E. C. McDannell in at­ 
tendance.

Farmers have long Known ine advantages cf using a plank drag or 
’float” to break up the clods and smooth out the surface of the soil — thus 
making a liner seed bed for small seed. Today it is even more important, 
because it makes tractors ride so much easier. Sketch shows a modern 
version of the old split-log di-ag of my youth. Tile sides and cross-blades 
are made of 2x12-inch plank, protected with angle irons on front and 
bottom. Tile corner braces are 2x4 and they are strongly bolted — with 
‘i-lnch tle-rods acioss the rig at each blade. Tile bottom of each blade 
rides 14 indies above the bottom of the sides — and the blades are tilted 
at a 45-degree angle to prevent pushing the dirt ahead of the blacks. Cost 
of tills 10x24-foot float was less than $50 and It smoothed four acres per 
flour behind the tractor.
